Declares He 
Will Fight 
Corruption 


Kids Republicans 
On Their Slogan, 
*Time for a Change* 


DENVER — (AP) —Gov. 


Adlai Stevenson stormec 
through the West today 
heaping coals of ridicule on 
the Republicans for "ill-fit- 
ting self-righteousness," anc 
pledging himself to an all-out 
war against corruption in 
government. 


The Democratic presidential can- 


didate hurled cutting words at the 
GOP on three major campaign is- 
sues. 


In Denver last night, he talked 


about "crooks in government," and 
kidded the Republicans for their 
slogan, "It's time for a change." 


He was due in Kasson, Minn., 


before noon today to state his po- 
sition on a farm 
program. .His 


aides said that in his speech,' as 
well, he would carry the light to 
the Republicans, pointing the dif- 
ferences between their farm pro- 
gram and the Democrats'. 


To Wyoming 


From there, following a gruel- 


ling schedule, he planned to fly to 
Cheyenne, Wyo., for a night speech, 
and then go on to Billings, Mont., 
to spend the night. 


Stevenson was a different man in 


Denver. 


Up to this point in the campaign, 


he has devoted his speeches large- 
ly to definitions of -hi* views on 
the main issues, hence, the "foun- 
dation spe.ech.es" about which his 
lieutenants have been talking. 
• He has taken little, if any, notice 
of the Republican charges against 
the Democrats, nor of the direct 
attacks on his own record in gov- 
ernment/ 


But in Denver, the governor let 


fly with some sharp-pointed shafts 
at hus opposition. And, although he 
spoke quietly and with restraint, 
he showed genuine feeling when 
he replied to some of the attacks 
on himself. 


On the corruption issue, Steven- 


son said: 


"They (the Republicans) go on 


to say that I am indebted to some, 
that I would have no freedom, and 
that I could do nothing if I found 
dishonesty. 


Treason to All 


"Corruption in public 
office Is 


treason to Democrats as well as 
Republicans. 


"Any crooks I can find in the 


government will be exposed and 
punished as ruthlessly as I've done 
in Illinois, to Republicans and 
Defocrata alike. And I think I 
know more about catching, them 
than my opponent. 


"I followed eight years of mag- 


nificent Republican rascality 
in 


Illinois. What's more, I used an 
axe for misconduct, and I've used 
it on my own party men without 
fear or favor or hesitation." 


Stevenson then hit directly 
at 


Eisenhower. 
Heretofore, he has 


refrained from uttering any very 
personal remarks about his oppo- 
nent. But he said he "resents" 
assertions against him, in connec- 
tion with the corruption, issue. 


"I had not expected that from 


the general, and I will not repay

Of Princeton 
Dies Friday 


PRINCETON — (SPECIAL) 


Rolla Lee Russell, 87, former judge 
of the county and circuit courts in 
Bureau county and 
mayor of 


Princeton, died here last night. 


Admitted to the Illinois bar in 


1892, Judge Russell had practiced 
aw here since 1897. At time of his 
death he was a member of the 
aw firm of Russell & Russell. 


He was couijty judge from 1930- 


34 and judge of the circuit court 
:rom 1937-38. A Democrat, he was 
mayor of Princeton from 1912-13 


Born Nov. 21, 1864, in Shelby 


county, he was a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Daniel Russell. He was grad- 
uated from the Dixon College of 
Law in 1892. 


Judge Russell had been secre- 
ary-treasurer of the Bureau coun- 
y National Farm Loan association 
and director of the Bureau County 
Juildmg & Loan association. He 
,vas a member of the Presbyterian 
church. 


In 1895, he married Helen Mc- 


Lean, who preceded him in death. 


Survivors include four 
sons, 


Fred, Dan and Paul, all of Prince- 
on. and William, Springfield. 
Services will be held at 2 p. m. 


Monday" in 
the 
Presbyterian 


church. The Rev. Earl J. Short 
will officiate. Burial will be in Oak- 
and cemetery. 


Justice Department Bans 
Special Juries as 4Showy' 


WASHINGTON—OB—The Justice department has dropped the plan 


to have special federal grand juries in all parts of the country sit 
once a year to survey local crime conditions. 


Atty. Gen. James P. McGranery 


says it smacked of. "showmanship" 
and that he believes regular grand 
juries that sit month-ln and month- 
out can handle things just as well. 


He has disbanded the 13-man 


"racket unit" which his predeces- 
sor, J. Howard McGrath, set up in 
the Justice department last Jan- 
uary to evaluate reports from the 
special juries and keep the pro- 
gram in motion. 


. 
Make* It dear 


McGranery made it clear today 


he does not think much of the 
special grand jury idea, originated 
by McGrath and strongly recom- 
mended by the Kefauver Crime 
Investigating Committee. 


Asserting that his faith lies.with' 


the regular juries to maintain fed- 


• eral law enforcement on a contin- 


uing basis, McGranery told news- 
men: 


"Showmanship ought not to be 


any part of the administration of 
justice. Such administration calls 
for dignity and certainty." 


McGrath'* Plan 


It was McGrath's idea that the 


special juries sit in January of 
each year. They were supposed to 
examine law enforcement officials 
and known underworld characters, 
return indictments where federal 
violations could be established, 
and to provide the Justice Depart- 
ment with data on local crime con- 
ditions. 


Sen. Estes Kefauvrr (D-Tenn), 


whose Senate committee favored 
this approach as a follow-up on Its 
work, recently reiterated his faith 
in the special grand jury plan. 


One is former ^ liquor commis- 


sion chairman, Bernard T. Zahn, 
who was a close friend and ap- 
pointee of Republican U. S. Sen- 
ate candidate—Gov. Frederick G. 
G. Payne. 


Indicted with Zahn was Fred- 


erick W. Papalos, a Bostonian 
who has been accused of having 
influence over the governor. This 
both Payne and Papalos have de- 
nied. 


Charge Graft 


Charges of graft, corruption and 


influence-peddling in administra- 
tion of the $20,000,000 a year hard 
liquor state monopoly broke just 
before the 
June primaries, in 


which Payne defeated U. S. Sena- 
tor Owen Brewster for renomina- 
tion. 


The names of Payne, Brewster 


and Burton M. Cross, the GOP 
gubernatorial nominee, were men- 
tioned in testimony at June hear- 
ings before a legislative commit- 
tee. 


After the primaries the liquor 


probe just simmered, with Demo- 
cratic 
candidates 
claiming the 


GOP state 
administration was 


keeping the lid on until after Mon- 
day's election.

Ganges river for the annual Man 
Mahesh festival, which draws thou 
sands of pilgrims. The storm whip 
ped across the highest passes— 
18,000 feet above sea 
level—a 


Shangarajot, 65 miles from Cham 
ba in Himachal Pradesh State. 


Survivors were quoted by New 


Delhi's papers as saying manj 
sought refuge in caves. Their fate 
was unknown. Others died of 
haustion on the return journey to 
the plains.

Hindus must make their way on 
foot over more than 200 miles o 
trails. They carry scant food sup 
plies "or buy simple foods from 
fountain herdsmen. The faithfu 
believe there is no surer way t 
heaven than to die there where th 
gods live.

Atomic Weapons on Way 
For Europe: Gen. Collins 


SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, Allied Powers In Europe—(B~Gen. 
Lawton Collins, U. S. Army Chief of Staff, said today North Atlantic 


reaty forces in Europe eventually will be supported by atomic weapons. 


The General told a news con- 
erence that discussions are under 
way for integrating weapons, In- 


luding artillery and guided mis- 
iles, into the European forces. 
He added, however, that such 


weapons "were not immediately 
vailable." . ' 
Collins said such weapons "can 
dd materially to the ability of 
fcstem Europe to defend Itself." 
*Hc warned, however, that 
"it 


'ould be a.mistaken idea to be- 
eve that the number of divisions 
mmedmlely required in Europe 
ould be 'educed" by use of new 
weapons. 
Collins said the weapons would, 


bf course, lessen the size of future 
defensive forces but that' for the 
present Europe will need to 'live 
up to its schedule of military ex- 
panslon, in order to be more ef- 
fective in defense against possible 
attack. 


Collins refused to say how. soon 


atomic weapons would be coming 
off U. S. Assembly, line* but'con* 
ceded it will be "less.,than' 10 
years." 
. 


'He added that "we don't believe 
the Russians have any atomic,ar- 
tillery but we cannot be 'certain," 
and said that all planning is based 
on the assumption that thty might 
have it.

Boost Parity From 
90 to 100 Per Cent, 
He Tells Farmers 


KASSON - DODGE CEN- 


TER, Minn.—-(AP) — Dwight 
D. Eisenhower made his bid 
for the important farm vote 
today with a plan which he 
said would guarantee present 
price supports for another 
two years and then would 
lead to higher prices for the 
farmer. 
N 


He called for a wider range of 


farm 
crop 
supports 
including 


"greater protection" for producers 
of perishable products 
such 
as 


meat, milk, eggs, fruits and vege- 
tables.t, 


Eisenhower said the farmers re- 


turn must be .boosted from the 
present 90 per cent of parity to 
a full 100 per cent-but in ways 
that would "minlmize- government 
control and protect farmers' in- 
dependence." 


Prefer Honest Way 


"All I know of farmers convinces 


me," he said, "that they would 
rather earn their fair share than 
to have it as a government hand: 
out." 


The GOP presidential nomine* 


outlined what he called a "sound, 
farmer-run" plan while charging 
Lhat the Democratic administration 
lad tried to make the American 
farmer a "political captive." 


"I firmly believe that agricul- 


ture is entitled to a- fair, full share 
of the national income," Eisenhow- 
er said, ". . . and a fair share is 
not merely 90 per cent of parity 
—but full parity." 


Parity represents a fair return 


for the farmer, in what Jie receives 
for -his crop in relation to ~th« 
things he must buy. 


Elsenhower unveiled his new 


farm plan in a speech prepared 
for delivery at the national plow- 
ing contest here—only a short time 
before 
Democratic 
presidential 


nominee Adlai Stevenson as due to 
discuss his farm program. 


Elsenhower's speech was first on 


the program and it was an open 
challenge to the Democrats for the 
farm vote which in 1948 was cred- 
ited by some with giving President 
Truman his surprise victory. 


Now Controlled 


The basic farm commodities now 


under price supports are wheat, 
corn, rice, cotton, tobbaco and pea- 
nuts. Eisenhower said 
supports 


should be extended to such crops 
as oats, barley, rye and soy beans. 


He said some way must be found 


to give greater protection to tha 
producers of perishable products 
such as meat, milk, eggs, fruits 
and vegetables—which are not now 
under price supports. 


Then he called 
for 
expanded 


'arm research; strengthening of 
farm co-operatives; up - to - data 
'arm roads; and, "developing rural 
electrification and telephone serv- 
ce." 


Eisenhower spread his farnvpro- 


posals to public view for the first 
ime after making these moves in 
Chicago Friday: 


1.—He indicated strongly 
he 


might possibly name a Negro to the 
Cabinet or "to any place" if he 
ound one with "the qualifications 
needed to serve the United States 
well." 


Woos Taft 


2.—He held out an olive branch 
o Sen. Robert A. Taft—whom he 
efeated for the GOP nomination— 
y saying: "I'll try ft draw him on- 
o my team not only as a consult- 
nt but. as a man to lead a very 
mportant section of the fight."

Careful Workman Can Hang Door With 
™ ' 


Little Trouble; Here's How It Is Done 


BY MR. FIX 
^ Fitting and hanging an interior 
^ door'is an exacting job. To do it, 


and to build and install a frame for 
the door, requires 
patience and 


careful workmanship. But it's not 
too difficult a job for the home 
handyman. 


Tools you will need are ham- 


mer, chisel, ripsaw, 18 or 24-inch 
plane, carpenter's level, screw- 
driver, knife, scriber and hand 
drill. 
^ To begin with, you'll want to 
W select the proper door for the job. 


Interior doors are commonly 1% 
inches thick, if they are up to 2 
feet 8 inches or 2 feet 10 inches 
wide by 6 feet 8 inches or 6 feet 
10, inches high. A 1^-inch door 
will suffice for a closet if the open-

ing is fairly small. 


Interior door frames are usually 


% inch of % inch thick, and at- 
tached stops nailed to the face of 


[ the frame are small molded pieces 


V? about l?i inches wide by 1 inch 


thick. 


As Mr. Fix pointed out last week

be sure to .avoid taking off too 
much when you come to saw this 
portion. When it is removed, put 
the door back in the frame and 
pencil a line at the top for length. 
Allow about

Paint Roller 
Speeds Task 
For Amateur 


The use of paint rollers instead 


of brushes is becoming more popu- 
lar. They are used in applying 
any type of paint that does not 
dry quickly — oil paints, enamels, 
latex-base paints and cold water 
casein types — but not shellac 
and lacquer. 


The covering of a roller deter- 


mines the texture effect for the 
painted'surface: Some rollers have 
a carpet-like covering. Others 'are 
covered with lamb's wool, or syn- 
thetic fibers, such as nylon or or- 
Ion. 


The common paint roller is dipp- 


ed into .a paint pan made especi- 
ally for this use. It is a shallow 
pan, 
similar to a cake pan that 


is tilted at one end. The pan- ac- 
commodates the size of the roller 
—ranging from two to nine inches. 
Most popular size with amateurs 
is the 7-inch width. 


Some rollers have 
a 
hollow 


cylinder for a core. This can be 
filled with a pint of paint at one 
time. Another has an attachment 
for an air-pressure feed line to a 
container which may hold five gal- 
lons at a time. 


Some rollers have attachments 


for handles three or four feet long 
for painting ceilings and stair- 
wells. 


The care of a roller is as im- 


portant as the care of a paint 
brush. Even when you stop for 
lunch, you have to protect your 
roller. Wrapping if in cellophane 
or aluminum foil will keep it from 
drying out. 


But as soon a's the job is fin- 


ished a thorougn cleaning is call- 
ed for. After working with oil-base 
paint, clean a roller with turpen- 
tine or mineral spirits. For odor- 
less paint, use odorless thinner for 
cleaning, unless you/don't mind the 
odor of turps. For casein paints 
of laytex bases, • soap 
suds and 


clear water rinses suffice.

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If Labor Chiefs Get Repeal of 
T-H Name, They Fool Nobody 


• Inevitably, the Taft-Hartley labor law is a live subject 


in this presidential campaign. 


General Eisenhower, the Republican nominee, says he 


favors amendments to the act where evidence indicates they 
are necessary to improve it. 


Governor Stevenson, his Democratic opponent, orig- 


inally spoke, too, of "modifying" the law. He said it con- 
tains a number of features good for management-labor re- 
lations. 
More recently, however, Stevenson called for re- 


peal of Taft-Hartley. 
It should be thoroughly clear, however, that the Demo- 


cratic candidate is for repeal of the name, "Taft-Hartley," 
rather than for scuttling the whole law itself. In other 
words, he is throwing a sop to the labor leaders to whom 
repeal has been a political rallying cry since the act was 
adopted in 1947. 


If this kind of repeal really satisfies union leaders, they 


have changed. For what they meant by that in earlier days 
was a complete junking of everything in the act except the 
elements of the old- pro-labor Wagner-act which Taft-Hart- 
ley incorporates.

As proof of this, they flatly rejected in 1949 a string of 


28 amendments, sponsored by Senator Taft himself, to im- 
prove the law. They wanted repeal or nothing. 


Should they now, by some chance, get what Stevenson 


proposes for them, it would not be much different from 
what Taft offered in 1949. The only distinction would be 
getting rid of the hated "Taft-Hartley" label. 


No one can prevent them from being satisfied with this 


if they wish to be. But labor leaders ought not to be al- 
lowed to pose before their membership as having achieved 
real repeal if they should manage what Stevenson suggests. 
They should be compelled to be honest about the issue. 


At no stage of the Taft-Hartley history have they been 


that. They complain that the law is unfair and anti-union. 
But most of them rate as anti-union any law which restricts 
the free reign of labor leaders in any way.

Taft-Hartley certainly is not nearly .a perfect law .and 


some of those who pushed it may well have been motivated 
by vindictive feelings toward labor. But it was an attempt 
by many sincere men to produce a needed balance in labor- 
management relations.

To this effort, labor leaders contributed nothing -but 


the bland assurances that they did not need'.to be regulated. 
In the face of the evident abuses of labor power in the early 
and mid-1940's, this was an irresponsible -position.

Pettier Disbelieves Story That Adlai Stevenson Never 


Met Felix Frankfurter at Harvard

I note with skepticism that Noel Busch writes in his biography 


of Adlai Stevenson that, although Stevenson spent two years at Har 
vard Law school, he never met Felix Frankfurter, the patron of the 
cult which was created by stealth in our government, including in its 
membership three of the worst Reds in the entire Communist "appa- 
ratus" as Whittaker Chambers called it. The three 
that I have in mind are Alger Hiss, of course, and 
Lee Pressman and Nathan Witt. 


I don't believe this statement and I do» believe • 


it was concocted to dissociate Stevenson 
from 


Frankfurter for campaign purposes. I knew Busch 
as a frivolous, blase Princeton slummer in the sport- 
writing business in the era of wonderful nonsense. 
Thereafter he spent a'long time with the mysteri- 
ous China-Boy Luce propaganda 
machine whose 


product always should be searched for ulterior mo- 
lives. 
However, I assume that Busch is honest 


and is meiely telling us what Stevenson told him because Stevenson 
wants us to believe it. 


Frankfurter is not a modest man. 
He is pushful and arrogant 


and at least one of his brethren on the Supreme Court has barely re- 
strained himself from busting him right on the snoot in open court. I 
think you could guess that this would be justice Bill Douglas, whose 
opinion of Frankfurter is expressed in a monosyllable that has no 
place in a family newspaper. 
Frankfurter is devious and cunning 


as Harold Ickcs proved when he wrote that Felix admitted that it 
was he who planted the pliant, puzzled old Republican derelict Henry 
L. Stimson in Roosevelt's cabinet as secretary of war. 


Altogether, Frankfurter was not 


such a character as Stevenson 
would have been likely not to meet 
in two years at Harvard Law and 
I believe they did meet. I add up 
some known facts to arrive at the 
opinion that Stevenson's reason for 
berating those who expose Reds 
and fellow-travelers is that 
he 


spent several years in the thick 
of 
them 
in 
Washington 
and 


knows that a degree of suspicion 
falls on him. I wouldn't think of 
calling him a Communist but if a 
fellow-traveler is one who can run 
with Communists day after day 
for years, work with them and- 
carry on social relations' with them 
without suspecting them, then that 
goes for Adlai Stevenson. It is up 
to us to decide for ourselves 
whether this double-dome of the 
New Deal Socialist machine, with 
the Harvard gullah grafted onto his 
cornbelt accent, and the superior 
brain which is said to qualify him 
for the presidency of our Socialist 
republic was too dumb to detect 
the obvious. 
I think he was too 


smart. But if he was that dumb 
he certainly is too dumb to be 
president of my country. 


The fact that Stevenson says 


nothing about his two-year term 
of study at Harvard Law in his 
biography in Who's Who is another 
suspicious 
circumstancce. 
It is 


very extraordinary that this law- 
yer refrained from mentioning in 
hia biography the fact that he 
spent two years as a resident 
student at a school which is, for 
all the notoriety which has soiled 
its name in recent years, never- 
theless regarded as one of the 
best. If Stevenson had been kicked 
out for some disgraceful act, that 
might explain it but I understand 
that he departed with honor, so 
that possibility fails. 


I note also' that Stevenson re- 


ported in the 1945 edition of Who's 
Who that he was a member of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, but 


dropped that item later and never 
put it back. The evil reputation of 
the IPR is too voluminous to per- 
mit even a review here and if 
Stevenson told me he got out of it 
or quit listing his membership for 
insignificant 
reasons I wouldn't 


take him at his word there, either. 


He was a trustee of the World 


Citizens 
association 
1S45 
and 


dropped that entry too. 
And he 


was a trustee of the Woodrow Wil- 
son Foundation while Alger Hiss 
also was a trustee and knew him 
so well and favorably that he 
swo're to Hiss' reputation for his 
trial. 


Altogether, the facts justify a 


belief that his outcry against the 
smearing of "innocent" persons 
by the likes of Joe McCarthy and 
Pat McCarran is a cry of appre- 
hension, not indignation. 


Last Fall, Louis Bromfield wrote 


a bellow along the same line and 
I noted that he had built up a mul- 
tiple record of associations, him- 
self, which invited the sort of at- 
tention that he deplored as un- 
American. 
During the political 


conventions I said I would have 
asked him to write & piece in re- 
ply except that he was a high- 
priced professional and therefore 
an invitation to him would be mis- 
construed. I tried to crank him 
up but Louis said he didn't want 
to pursue the subject. We parted 
on good terms but Bromfield is 
not running for president. He can 
be as silly and naive as he likes 
and he doesn't measurably hurt 
the United States, although 
he 


might give aid and comfort to 
traitors operating pro-Communist 
fronts. 
But Stevenson wants to 


be president and we have to be 
more exacting. 


I can't understand how people 


who boast of their education and 
brains can plead that they didn't 
know. It doesn't take intelligence.

"Please say something about the 


sort of person who takes the dis- 
card pile at every possible oppor- 
tunity," requests an Ottawa corre- 
spondent. "My husband makes it a 
practice to pick up a pile of two or 
four cards even when our side has 
complete control of the discard 
pile. He says that even two cards 
are better-than the one1 card he 
can get from the stock pile. 


"I know that he's wrong, but I 


don't know how to prove it. Can 
you help me?" 


Glady to try. Husband is right 


when he says that two cards are 
better than one, but he's forgetting 
that it's better still to get those 
two cards and also the one card. 


When your side has complete 


control of the discard pile, you can 
afford to let the pile grow a bit 
before you pick it up. Instead of 
taking the pile two cards at a time 
take it four or eight cards a time. 
You still get all the discards, so 
you don't lose anything by letting 
the pile grow. 


What do you gain by nursing the 


discard pile along until it grows 
to respectable size? There are two 
advantages: First that you have a 
better chance to pick up wild cards 
and other very valuable assets; 
and second that you get firmer 
control of the discard pile. • 


When your side has control of 


the discard pile, the opponents will 
know about it. They will refrain 
from throwing away their wild 
cards and they will usually refrain 
from discarding cards that are of 
great benefit to you. 


The opponents cannot prevent 


you from picking up valuable caids 
from the stock pile, but they can 
and often will prevent you from 
gaining rich booty from the dis- 
cnrd pile. Therefore you should try 
to get as many picks as possible 
from .the stock pile while you are 
keeping strict control of tht discard 
pile. 


When you take a discard pile of 


only two cards, your meld often 
reduces the number of cards left in 
your hand. Thii is likewise often 


true when you take a pile of four 
cards. But you add cards to your 
hand, despite your meld, when you 
pick up a discard pile of six, eight, 
or more cards. 


The more cards you can get into 


your hand th« stronger is your 
control of the discard pile. In 
short, the way to make sure of the 
discard pile is to avoid picking it 
up at every possible opportunity.

Inflammation 
of 
the 
urinary 


bladder is known 
medically 
as 


cystitis. 
Its most common symp- 


toms include the presence of pus 
in the urine, pain 
and 
frequent 


urination. 


If the condition comes on sud- 


denly, as it often does, chills and 
fever are likely to be present. The 
victim may suffer from sleepless- 
ness and lose weight. 


That which comes suddenly is 


known as acute cystitis, and the 
difficulty usually starts near the 
base of the bladder, but shows a 
tendency to spread to other parts 
of the lining membrane 
of this 


organ. 
The wall of the bladder 


becomes inflamed and is swoljen 
and bright red in color. " 


Regardless 
of whether. it is 


:ausecl by gern;s or chemicals, the 
best treatment for acute cystitis, 
is to try to find out 
the 
exact 


cause and remove or treat it. 


Chronic cystitis, a 
condition in 


which there is long-lasting inflam- 
mation of the wall of the bladder 
with perhaps pain at intervals and 
pus either constagtly or off and 
on, is another common problem. 
Of course, this can follow acute 
cystitis. 


In such cascB. expert study not 


only of the bladder itself, but of 
the surrounding tissues, including 
the kidney, must be carried out. 
One important study can be made

and mirrors called a cystoscope. 
This can be passed into the blad- 
der so that the physician can look 
directly at the bladder wall. 


Antibiotics May Help

By one means or another It Is*' 


usually possible to 
identify 
the 


cause and in many cases to re- 
move it. As a rule, cystitis or in- 
flammation of the bladder, must 
be looked upon as a symptom of 
something wrong elsewhere rather 
than as a disease in itself. 


When such symptoms as those 


mentioned appear they should not 
be neglected, since they frequently 
mean that some serious conditions, 
is present which should be prompt- 
ly diagnosed and properly treated. 


With modern methods and es- 


pecially by treatment with some 
of the newer antibiotic 
prepara- 


tions, most cases of cystitis can be 
brought under control.

Miss Pauline Bnmhall, health 


specialist at 'University of Illinois, 
cautions each person to teach his 
child good health-protection meas- 
ures, but do not scare the child. 


There are cases in which chil- 


dren afflicted with the 
disease 


have been so terrified by the very 
mention of polio that their fear has 


gibecome a serious handicap to their 


recovery. 


It is important that you urge 


the child to get 
sufficient 
rest. 


But be careful that you don't say 
"If you don't go to bed early, you 
may get polio." Or you might be 
guiity of saying "You'll get polio 
•if you don't wash your hands." 


Rather, make the approach to 


good health" habits positive. 
For 


example say' "If you get plenty of 
rest, you'll feel well and strong," 


fjor "Clean hands, Johnny, will help 


keep you healthy."

child because there has been a 
case of polio in your town or 
neighborhood. Let him continue 
to play wiih his own group of 
playmates. Good sense and a calm 
attitude are better weapons than 
worry and fear.

lighten the homemaker's launder- 
ing. present a few special prob- 
lems of their own. You will avoid 
disappointment in these new fab- 
rics if you know a few facts about 
their care in the wash. 


Nylon, Orion and Dacron gar- 


ments may be washed by machine 
If you take proper precautions. Be 
sure the fabric doesn't fray or 
ravel. If threads pull out easily 


Uie seams, wash the garments 


by hand. If you use the washer, 
agitate for not more than three 
minutes. Water should be only as 
hot as your hands can stand com- 
fortably. Hotter water may cause 
yellowing of white fabric and fad- 
ing of colors. If you use a drier, 
be sure the heat Is turned to low.

These new fabrics aie thieves— 


they steal color from other clothes, 
even those that * are 
apparently 


coloifast. so always wash 
white 


garments by themselves. 
To be 


on the safe side, snip off any col- 
,ored labels. 
Even colored letter- 


ing or colored threads have been 
known to leave spots. Wash gent- 
ly, as harsh rubbing and friction 
will injure the fibers. 


The very qualities that make 


these synthetic wrinkle resistant 
cause them to retain wrinkles put 
in when wet. Never wring nylon 
or Orion by twisting or squeezing. 
Wringing through rollers won't 
harm the fibers but will press in 
creases unless carefully done. It's 
best to roll in a towel to take out 
excess water and hang to 
drip 


dry. Hang away from the direct 
heat of radiators and strong, bright 
sunlight. 


Sometimes nylon. Orion or Da- 


cron garments continue to give 
trouble and become yellowish or 
gray. If you have this difficulty 
try using soap and water instead 
of a synthetic detergent. Some de- 
tergents, not all, have been found 
to give these fabrics slight off- 
color. If you've been using a 
syndet and it has given satisfac- 
tory results, there is no .harm in 
continuing to use it. 


When washing the nylon and 


Orion curtains, follow the label's 
directions carefully. In case there 
is no label or you have lost it, fol- 
low this procedure. Fold the cur- 
tains instead of crushing them. 
This means you will have fewer 
wrinkles. Let the folds be loose, 
don't crease. Wash in soapy wa- 
ter, and avoid rubbing and wring- 
ing. 
Rinse thoroughly and roll In 


a towel to remove excess moisture 
and hang to dry. 


Orion or nylon curtajns may be 


hung to dry on"curtain rods at the 
window or over the shower curtain 
rod. If they are hung on the line, 
they tend to droop in the middle 
where the line sags. 


Stretching Orion or nylon cur- 


atms is not only not necessary, 
but harmful to fabric fibers. Never 
use curtain stretchers, either.

Adlai Eases 011

WASHINGTON tR—Wayne Hood, 


executive director of the Republi- 
can National Committee, says Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson has eased up on 
comments about the "mess" in 
Washington after President Tru- 
man "cracked down." 


Hood, in a statement issued yes- 


terday, said the Democratic pres- 
idential candidate said there was 
a mess in Washington, but after 
Truman gave him a "public spank- 
ing" he now confines himself to 
saying he- will expose and punish 
any crooks he may find in govern- 
ment. 


Hood in the same statement also 


said Stevenson claims to have 
cleaned up gambling in his home 
state of Illinois, but that it is still 
going on "right under his nose." 


Proof that big-scale commercial 


gambling is going on in Madison 
county can be found in the records 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
in Springtleld, Hood said.

Some 1100 people filled the ban- 
quet room. Two hours later, a 
Democratic rally practically jam- 
med Denver City Auditorium with 
an estimated 8,000 people. 


However, Stevenson 
attracted 


fewer than 2,000 people when he 
landed in Denver, and proceeded 
in an open car to his hotel. The 
estimate was made by police. An 
official of the Volunteers for Stev- 
enson ascribed the relatively quiet 
entry into the city to "lack of 
publicity." 


In his discussion of the Repub- 


lican cry "time for a 
change," 


Stevenson, for the most part, sim- 
ply ridiculed the opposition. He 
specializes in dead-pan, delayed- 
action wisecracks and he was in 
good form last night. Roars or 
laughter thundered through the 
two rooms at his sallies. Some 
samples: 


"The Democrats are denounced 


for not wanting changes, then then 
for a subversive desire to change 
everything. 


"I do not detect any roars of 


approval from the Republican Old 
Guard—the men who never want 
anything done" for ttis first time.

NEW YORK—«>—To an exten 


which might surprise the averagt 
football fan, the backfielder who 
takes out around end this coming 
fall and speeds through a broken 
field to a touchdown probably wil 
not be lugging the leather at all 
The chances are good that he will 
in reality, be rambling with that 
old rubber. 


It is estimated by the manu- 


facturer that the Volt rubber foot- 
ball, having proved Itself in big 
time competition last year, will 
be used in something like 10,000 
games thin year, ranging from 
high school through the Nation- 
al Professional league. It was 
used in only about 1,000 games 
last season. 


After years of experimentation, 


the makers of the rubber ball have 
succeeded in matching the old re- 
liable leather spheroid to such a 
remarkable degree that it appar- 
ently is difficult to tell them apart 
by feel, smell or otherwise. They 
pass the same, kick the same and 
jounce the same, if we have not 
seen seriously misled. 


So why change? Well, for one 


thing, it seems that the rubber 
ball shed* water better. It gets 
wet, 
but It doesn't absorb the 


moisture and take on weight. 
Never 
becomes 
waterlogged. 


The makers claim-that one of 
them can be used right through 
a game when the ducks are fly- 
ing low and give precisely the 
same performance In the last 
quarter that it gave in the first.

were fixing our office intercom 
system, I was interested in their 
communications engineering. And 
when they saw all the dog books 
and pictures their interest in dog; 
was stirred up, so we compromisec 
by talking about the use of dogs 
in communication. 


I Imagine most folks think of the 


manner in which dogs were used 
to carry messages 
in 
wartime 


when dogs for communications are 
mentioned. 
The 
question 
that 


arose at once was about the pos 
sibllity of having a two-way sys 
tern with dogs. 


Well, I think it's safer to expect 


dogs to travel only one way with 
a message. That is—if a dog is 
taken from his kennel or from 
one handler by another, he can be 
sent back with a message. 


Here's 
where 
the 
telephone 


folks get into the deal, though. If 
you take a dog to an advanced po 
sition, fit him with a reel of com1 
municatlon wire and send him 
back, he has established a line 
which can be used for regular 
two-way conversation. Thus a line 
can be placed by a much smaller, 
faster moving target, risking the 
life of only one man instead of 
two. 


Many lives have been saved by 


dogs in peacetime, of course, by 
dogs being sent or voluntarily go 
ng home for aid and even by dl 
rectlng the rescue party back to 
the victim. 


Whenever I think of dogs for 


communication, I think first of the 
ittle dogs we had at home when 
[ was a youngster. We always had 
a setter or pointer, a beagle or 
two, a good working airedale var. 
mint dog and a little fox terrier 
or terriei-;like dog as a watch dog. 
These little dogs were the messen- 
gers. 


When things were quiet around 


he office, my dad, a country doc- 
or, would take his field dogs into 
he open country—then only a few 
docks away—to work them. The 
Ittle dog was always shut In be- 
fore the start. 


If an emergency arose and the 


doctor was needed, a message was 
.ttached to the little dog'a collar 
and he could set out at top speed 
d find the doc. 
youngsters might be encour- 


aged to use their pete for message 
carrying. It can be good sport and 
good training for both young folks

fare should not be taken by ex- 
pecting him to cross t traffic un- 
necessarily.

"Immediate steps were taken to 


.dispatch aircraft and surface ships 
"to the scene of the reported sight- 
Ing. No evidence was obtained 
.which would indicate that the ob- 
•ject sighted, insofar as known 'here, 
iwas a submarine." 


The report by the Navy was its 


second in three days of a sub- 
marine hunt. A Wednesday report 
concerned a hunt in Alaskan waters 
with similar results.

FARNSBOROUGH. England IB- 


Ten 
mysterious American-made 


Sabre jets gate-crashed Britain's 
exclusive annual air show here yes- 
terday and stole the show with a 
20-minute flying exhibition. Then 
they scooted off to an unknown air 
base somewhere in Britain. 


The uninvited, unidentified jet 


Fighters came 
whistling over 


Farnsborough Airfield' at about 10,- 
000 feet and thrilled spectators 
with an'unprogrammed display of 
close formation flying. The poach- 
ers blandly ignored angry radio 
messages from the British officials. 


Mad at the "pirates" who had 


muscled in on the big exclusively 
British show, officials hunted the 
et-propelled culprits among Amer- 
can and Canadian Air Force units 
stationed in this country. The Roy- 
al Air Force is not equipped with 
Sabres. 


But the search for the intruders 


reportedly made little progress. 
British radar screens were unable 
o track them to their secret base. 
Both the Americans and Canadians 
are officially pleading innocent to 
all charges.

House Blocks 
Air Force's 
Purchasing 


WASHINGTON — Wl — A House 


watchdog subcommittee reported 
today it has won a year-old fight 
to prevent the Air Force from es- 
tablishing a separate multi-billion 
dollar "supply empire." 


.The result, said Chairman Bon- 


ner (D-NC), will divert hundreds 
of millions of dollars that would 
be spent for overhead to vitally 
needed planes and technical equip- 
ment. 


Bonner said top officials 
had 


assured his expenditures subcom- 
mittee the Air Force would aban- 
don plans to set up its own world- 
wide supply system for clothing, 
Office equipment and other items 
used commonly with other serv- 
ices. 


Instead, these items 
will con- 


tinue to be handled by the General 
Services, he said. 


The subcommittee, which has 


been investigating military waste, 
reported last year it had uncov- 
ered a Pentagon directive author- 
izing a separate Air Force supply 
system in Europe for common 
items. 


Bonner, said it was the forerun-
